• Should EDR become Site Plan Review? Talk to ARB, and past members. (David) 

• Business District definitions can be edited, made uniform. Reducing number of districts. Can anything be done 
now to set us up for amending and combining? (Laura) 

• Signage—remove from Zoning. Update it as it is moved. 

Planning for public meeting. Need a good summary document that explains what has been changed and why, what is 
gone, where to find things.
